lie was quite excited about the story. He says the C-A lias &hree full pages on the inside 
plus what it has on the front page. He promised to go right out, get a copy, and mail me the 
stories, for from his. account there are three. This will make copying and using the copy 
awkward so if you want that story it wilhfc be easier for you to use if you get one from 
the paper.

not dire not usg it properly, lie may be correct. But if he did work for the FBI, and my 
recollection of that report is that he was a cleric while going to college, pinning so much 
of the domestic spying on the Aemy can tend to relieve the FBI some. Maybe not, 

Wayne told me that he hndjfcen several oars outside the church when tflng was there, and 
from recollection tliat would have had to bo at the tirao of his unplanned and unexpected

If was not 
in the Hash. Post, not even cjbrief mention tliat I saw. The Dallas Morning News had only 
a tiny report of the story’s existence. This can be because it is copyrighted and because 
Scripps-Howard, wliich owns the paper, wanted first use. Remains to be seen if there is any-
